Few people v/ould want the Commencement Ball to drag on 
to say half past four, in the morning, and' of course it would in 
fact have been stopped long before . this by the S.R.C., especially 
as they, vi/ould have to pay the extra cost of' the band, but the way 
the Ball was going,, an extra hour ivp:uld. have been appreciated by 
most of. those present. The .sudden plajjing of the National ' An them 
as the party was ^/arming' Up came as an irritating end’ , to an other 
wise excellent 'eveningt. 'We .doubt whether those members of the 
staff who were there liked the early closure any more than v/e did< 


A most annoying feature of the whole affair was that the 
ScR.C, v\^as not even officially informed of the Registrar's decis- 
ion, This appears to indicate a lack of consideration for those 
persons elected to represent the s'tudent ^bo.dy (shut up Law Stud- 
ents — this, is -a solidari ty mat ter ) . It also shows a lack of con- 
sideration for the student's .thomselyes, and would be 'considered a 
grave discourtesy to any oiher organisation,' 


V/e also dislike the impli.oation tha-t the S.R.G. is not .fit 
to be entrusted with the .bond tiqt of what is a student affair. As 
such persons as Loan Thomson, '.Jos ie Richards, Pat G-each, llacques 
Grenot and Alf McCarthy' (to take a fov/ names at random) are mem- 
bers of the S.R.G. , we feel that this slur is unjustified^ 

It is thought ’that , the Registrar s action may have been due 
to a complaint^ about the ’'-Revue party the previous Saturday. As it 
happens, this oarty was quie ter.., than usual '(par.'ticularly compared 
with last year) and the ^amount of alcohol consumed was very mod- 
erate. Even hacV the.. Revue party been objeo tidnable ( v/hich it most 
certainly was not ) , we do not s.ee' why the large number of people 
Y/ho patronised, the. Ball should .be made to suffer for behaviour' at 
an unrelated function. 
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The old 'order change th, 'giving place to new «•» and is^o.roni 
says goodbye to edi'tor John Carroll, who has been, responsible for 
some 21 issue..s over .the - Tjas t- t\vo, years • John„of f icially resigned 
on Sunday, and the S.R.C. has "appointed Christopher Jay as edi-tor 
in his place, A motion was passed thanking John for his very val- 
uable scrvice-s. The fact that the nevr editor is a full-timer is 
another indication of the increasing imx3ortanc.o of that class in 
the life of the C.XJiC,. YiToroni is also, now c.omplotely free. from the 
S.R.C., ‘as the disclaimer ' published 'belov/ confirms, and this will

Sir,- It was v/ith outraged 
dismay that we read the 
v/holly unfounded accusat- 
ions levelled against us in 
the letter signed C/iNBERRA 
MOTHER published in the 
Canberra Times.
